The appropriations by the last legislature amounted to over 
thirteen m illion dollars to carry the ship of state over the 
next two years. Of this sum the governor, by his veto power, 
lopped off about two m illions. 
With this cut-down the 
amount stands as exceedingly liberal, and alm ost without 
a parallel. 
It is said, that notwithstanding th is heavy bill, 
it would not be necessary to increase the tax rate; but on the 
other hand, the rate will be lowered. 
And this fact is trotted 
out as som ething out of the ordinary. 
Indeed, it would be 
something extraordinary if it were true in the 
general ac­ 
ceptation of the term. 
But does it present the matter in its 
true light. 
W hen more m oney is needed for carrying on 
the government, it means more money to be raised from the 
tax-paying public, or running into debt. 
T here are various 
ways of raising money for the support of the government. 
The most important and productive way is by a direct 
property tax. 
So that the hope is held out that, in face of 
the increased amount needed for the state, it will not be 
necessary to increase the rate on the hundred dollars over 
that of last year, but that it w ill likely be lowered somewhat. 
To increase the rate per hundred is the dernier resort. 
Any 
other course is preferable to that. 
It conveys an unfavorable 
impression, that the expenses of government are increasing 
at a faster rate than the assessm ent roll. 
To avoid this im­ 
pression the effort is made to swell the assessm ent roll, and 
often the sw elling process is resorted to arbitrarily, without 
any actual corresponding increase of value in the property 
raised. 
For instance, it is found that for assessm ent pur­ 
poses in one part of the state property is listed at forty per 
ceut of its real value, in another at sixty or seventy per cent. 
The equalizers boost the lower rated section to a closer 
conformity with the higher section. 
There has perhaps 
been uo increase of taxable property in the boosted county; 
it is quite possible there has been a depreciation iustead of 
an increase. 
Still more m oney is needed to carry on the 
government, and creating more taxable property is 
the 
approved method of providing it without entailing a raise in 
the rate. 
But the result to the taxpayer is precisely the 
same as though the rate were increased. 
He is called upon 
to pay more money for the sam e amount of property. 
The 
plan is worked both in state and county affairs. 
There is an 
ever-increasing demand 
for more 
money. 
Farmers 
and 
property holders generally know full well that they are pay­ 
ing considerably more to-day in taxes than th ey did twenty 
or thirty years ago on the same piece of property. 
They 
also know that the property lias experienced little if any 
rise in value. 
It is the administration of the affairs of 
government that has changed so materially. 
Where one 
dollar sufficed before, two dollars are now required. 
To 
double up the tax rate would spell defeat for the politicians 
responsible therefor, so the fallacious idea of doubling up the 
assessment roll, without any attual corresponding increase 
of property is the refined w ay of meeting the threatened 
shortage of funds. 
The officials whose duty it is to establish the tax rate are 
satisfied if they do not exceed or keep within the rate es 
tablished the preceding year. 
A ll objections against ex- 
cesssive taxation are met with the response: “ W hy, you are 
paying no more than last year.’’ 
Whereas by the basis fixed 
up by the assessor the property holder, as a matter of fact, is 
called upon to surrender considerably more than he paid the 
last year, w hile his property, and the income therefrom has 
remained stationary, or has experienced no corresponding 
boost. 
In this way a new basis of revenue increase is es­ 
tablished. 
So when the cry for more money for public ex­ 
penditures is made for the follow ing year, the sam e game is 
repeated, to the disadvantage of the general taxpayer. 
There 
is seem ingly no let up to th is system. 
Of course, the only true reform that would benefit the tax- 
papers, is a liberal pruning down of the expenditures. 
No 
doubt this could by done w ithout detriment to the public 
interests. 
T he demand, however, for increased and extra­ 
vagant appropriations for every branch of the government, 
asking for a great deal m ore than they 
expect to get, 
perpetually stands in the way of reductions. 
So the endless 
boosting process goes ou, and the small taxpayer finds it 
harder every year to scrape enough money together to meet 
the exactions of the tax-gatherer. 
What will the outcome be 
of this endless chain business. 
A new system of revenue is 
proposed, nam ely, to separate state and county taxation. 
But the root of the trouble is the same— the demand lor 
more coin to keep pace with the ever-increasing demand for 
the support of state and county institutions.

Amador County 


Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area ot 
548 square miles. 
I t lies on the wes­ 
te rn slope of Sierra Nevada Tiountains, 
nnd emoracos within its territory all 
tho diversity of valley, foothill, and 
hig h mountainous lands. 
Climate.—Tho clim ate of tho popu­ 
lous portions of tho county la as genial 
and healthful asean he found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
m ore thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b u t for the residents of other parts of 
California. The tom peruture alono tho 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above 7,oro In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more th an a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall is ver 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra N evada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T h e county, although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com 
paratively untouched, is noted prin 
cipally for her q u artz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. 
T he Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication th at tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater d epth. 
Since the dis 
covory of gold, th e county has contrib 
uted fully *100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually 
Nearly all of this w ealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “ m other lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. 
The mines aggregate betweon 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
T his 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to 
day one of the m ost inviting fields to 
bo found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold m ining, not alone along 
th e mother lode, b u t also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some ton o r twelve miles from 
th e main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
. 
Agricultural Capabilities. —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
th e mineral riches. 
T he valley lands 
will produce an y th in g that cau be 
grown in the m ost favored sections 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. F urther up in the mountains, 
a t an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
an d potatoes. 
A ready market for 
many times the qu an tity now raised of 
those commodities can be found I in the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming im portant industries, both 
th e grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than th e product of the 
lowland. 
Landis cheap com pared with other 
California lands. Im proved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
cu rren t in some places. 
Unimproved 
lauds can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
T here is room for 
a largo addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. 
Vast tra c ts uow devoted to 
cattle ranges m ig h t be made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasion of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of threo miles above 
and below the m ineral bolt. 
Jacksou, tho county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city ol tho sixth class. 
O ther towns 
are Butter Creek, A m ador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oleta. lone C ity is tjio metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
Tho community is law abiding. E du­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is 
w ithin easy reach of 
nearly every family. T here is one high 
school, located at iono. 
The assessment roll for 1007 is $5. - 
800,703, and the tax rato for both statu 
anil county purposes $2 on tho $100. 
Tlit) Southern Pacific has a brunch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point the lone and Pastern railroad ex­ 
tends 11 miles fu rth er to tho mining 
section. 
T he various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
The power plant of the Standard 
Electric Co—one of tho lurgolt in the 
world—Llouuted four miles from Juok- 
800.
